An income tax 
evasion indictment was pending 
against Maloy, the Government 
having charged he had an income 
of $250,000 in excess of the amount 
reported for the years 1929 to 1932. 
His salary then was $500 a week. 

Charges of double dealing by 
which Maloy was accused of adding 
to his salary made the second de- 
cade of his “czardom” over the un- 
ion he conceived in 1915 stormy.

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MISSOURI HOUSE VOTES 
TO HIRE MORE CLERKS 


Employment of 88 Extra 
Workers Violates Constitu- 
tion, Republicans Say.

| JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 8.—The 
House passed the general appropria- 
'tions bill today, after several Rel 
publican members had protested 
against the employment of 88 extra 
clerks by the Legislature, saying 
‘that to vote an appropriation for 
these extra employes was a viola- 
tion of the State Constitution. 

A constitutional amendment, 
‘passed several years ago, limited the 
‘number of clerical employes in each 
house of the Legislature to 75. Dem- 
ocrats defended the empioyment of 
the extra help today by saying that 
the extra workers were needed and 
had helped to speed up the work of 
the Legislature. 

Representative Whitaker of Hick- 
ory County, a Republican, sought to 
reduce the appropriation for cler- 
ical help to the figure recommended 
by the Budget Director, which was 
increased $50,000 by the Appropria- 
tions Committee. His motion was 
lost by a vote of 77 to 46, most of 
the Democrats voting against it and 
the Republicans for it. 

Republican Floor Leader Presley 
made the most extended attack 
against the employment of the extra 
workers, asserting that employment 
of a large number of extra clerical 
workers in the 1929 and 1931 ses- 
sions had been “scandalous” and for 
this reason the amendment limiting 
the number of employes was pro- 
posed and adopted by vote of the 
people. 

Representative Taylor of Chari- 
ton County, chairman of the Ap- 
propriations Committee, said it was 
not the intent of the committee to 
violate the. Constitution and he did 
not think it had been done. 

“The extra employes are needed,” 
he said. They are all here and per- 
forming the duties for which they 
were appointed. I think I am safe 
in saying that their work is sav- 
ing the State $1000 a day. Thanks 
to them, the House is two or three 
weeks ahead of its schedule.”

SAYS CITY OFFICIAL

Allegations Against Hoe- 
flinger Not Included, He 
Points Out — Counselor 


Seeks to Explain. 


Charging that City Counselor Hay 
had not made an impartial report 
to a special Aldermanic Committee, 
named to investigate reports con- 
necting the names of three Alder- 
men with city contracts, Alderman 
Waldman, chairman of the commit- 
tee, today obtained passage of a 


motion providing for an appropria- 
tion of funds to employ a special 
attorney and stenographer. 
Waldman said Hay had disquali- 
fied himself and his entire staff 
from appearing before the commit- 
tee and participating in the inves- 
tigation because of his report. 


The charge of partiality grew out 


of Hay’s failure to include in his 
report the name of Alderman Hu- 
bert A. Hoeflinger, whose connec- 
tion with the Standard Clothing & 
Tailoring Co., which sold dry goods 
to city institutions, is under  in- 
quiry. 

Hay’s report covered only the 
cases of Aldermen Otto Lietchen, 
who has frequently opposed the ad- 
ministration, and Harry Israel with 
whom Leo E. Riley, who obtained 
the wrap checking concession at 
the Municipal Auditorium, said he 
had divided $30.45 in profits. 

“We know that one of the Alder- 
men involved in the Auditorium 
case has not been friendly to the 
administration at all times,” Wald- 
man, a Republican, said in dis- 
cussing Hay’s report before the 
board. “The Alderman whose case 
is not covered by the report has 
been friendly to the administra- 
tion.” 

No Dissenting Vote. 


Waldman’s motion that the com- 
mittee be authorized to employ its 
own attorney and stenographer and 
asking a $250 appropriation for the 
purpose from the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, was 
passed without a dissenting vote. 

Informed of Waldman’s remarks, 
Hay went to the chambers of the 
Board of Aldermen and asked for 
permission to address the members. 
This was granted by President 
Neun. 

Hay declared that his failure to 
include Hoeflinger’s name in his 
report was due to his understand- 
ing that he was to report only on 
the case involving the Auditorium 
concession, since he was a member 
of the Municipal Auditorium Com- 
mission and had been present when 
Riley’s statement had been made 
before that body. 


Law Applicable to All. 


He said the points of law covered 
by his report were quite as applic- 
able to one Alderman as to another. 
The charter provides for forfeiture 
of office by any city official who 
has any direct or indirect interest 
in a city contract. He added that 
his only knowledge of the Hoef- 
linger inquiry was that gained from 
the press. 

Waldman, taking the floor again, 
asserted he had asked for a report 
on all three Aldermen. When Hay 
sought the floor again, he was de- 
nied on objection of Democratic 
Floor Leader Collins, whose motion 
to adjourn was carried. 

Following adjournment Waldman, 
with Alderman Brown, Democrat, 
and Wetzel, Republican, constitut- 
ing the committee, met with the 
three Democrtaic Aldermen who 
are being investigated. 

Waldman stated that hearings 
would be held next week at a date 
to be announced later and that 
each of the Aldermen called before 
the committee would be entitled to 
have an attorney present. Wald- 
man said he. thought Hay’s report 
“would be disregarded by the com- 
mittee.” 

In answer to his request, Alder- 
man Hoeflinger was told he would 
be given a separate hearing.

Mr. and Mrs. Richard Shinners 
of Belleville, and their son and 
daughter-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward Shinners. 

Earl Price of National City was 
named in the other’ indictment 
charging he made a false relief ap- 
plication. 

Investigator Reported Cases. 
The grand jury investigation was 

based on information furnished by 
Fred D. Moore, appointed by the 
St. Clair County Board of Super- 
visors, to inquire into reports of. re- 
lief fraud. 

The offenses charged in the in- 
dictments are misdemeanors pun- 
ishable by a year in jail, a maxi- 
mum fine of $100, or both. A con- 
victed person is prohibited from re- 
ceiving relief and the State may 
seek to recover the value of goods 
obtained by fraud. 

On Relief While at Work. 
Blake and his wife were charged 

with receiving relief supplies valued 
at $200 over a period of two years, 
while he was employed by the East 
Side Levee Board and received a 
regular salary. Blake also received 
$4000 in settlement of a personal in- 
jury claim during the relief period, 
the indictment charges. 

Schemp and Mr. and Mrs. Abel 
were charged together in one in- 
dictment with getting supplies val- 
ued at $100, while Schemp worked 
in a mine and owned a saloon, 
which the Abels aided him in op- 
erating. 

The Feltmans were charged with 
getting supplies valued at $200, 
while two employed sons earned 
$418, and Feltman quit his job. 

Charges against the Drylings 
were that they got supplies, valued 
at $200, while Dryling earned $482. 

Mr. and Mrs. Brown’ were 
charged with obtaining relief sup- 
plies for themselves and family, 
while Brown was collecting more 
than $2400 in weekly insurance in- 
stallments for the death of a son. 

Indictments against Gamble, Mot- 
low and wife, charged the two 
police officers received supplies 
while drawing pay from Brooklyn 
and at a time when the relief sta- 
tion was at Police Headquarters. 

Three in Family Employed. 
The four members of the Shinner 

family were charged with receiv- 
ing relief during various periods 
since April, 1932, while three of 
them were employed. 

Shipton was charged with receiv- 
ing relief during a period in which 
he was employed and earned $984. 

Charges against Brady were that 
he has no dependents but received 
relief supplies, valued at $200, while 
regularly earning a salary as an 
employe of the Brooklyn School 
Board. 

The indictment against Price 
charged that he made application 
for relief when operating a farm 
on shares, and at the same time 
was employed, earning an average 
wage of $19 a week. 

Since investigation of the relief 
rolls began, the number of persons 
receiving relief has been reduced 
more than 1000, according to a re- 
port made to the county supervis- 
ors. 

State’s Attorney Zerweck, com- 
menting on the indictments, said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that in- 
vestigation by the grand jury had 
had a “wholesome effect on the re- 
lief situation” by removing unde- 
serving persons and curbing unde- 
serving applicants.

Reasons 14 to 27, inclusive, at- 
tacked the court’s action in refusing 
to give certain instructions to the 
jury which were suggested by the 
defense, and in giving certain in- 
structions to which the defense ob- 
jected.

Superintendent O’Malley 
Appeals for Stricter Mis- 
souri Regulation at Sen- 
ate Hearing.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 8.— 
The Senate Committee on Insur- 
ance, headed by Senator Kennedy 


of Marshall, listened to representa- 
tives of the State Insurance Depart- 
ment for more than four hours yes- 
terday afternoon and last night in 
a complete analysis of the depart- 
ment’s proposed new insurance 
code. 

Insurance Superintendent O’Mal- 
ley opened with the statement that 
Missouri’s insurance laws had been 
added to and amended by legisla- 
tures since the first law on the sub- 
ject was passed, and that as a re- 
sult there were many conflicts and 
supervisory officials frequently 
were uncertain as to the exact law 
on any insurance subject. 

The insurance companies, he said, 
had always had decidedly favorable 


legislation, and as a result wildcat 


speculators had invaded the insur- 
ance field and had wrecked a num- 
ber of companies. 


O’Malley on Present System. 


“There have been many favors 
granted to insurance companies by 
the State,” he said. 

“They operate on the policy-hold- 
ers’ money and they’ should be 
strictly regulated. That is what we 
are trying to do in this simplified 
and shorter code. We are trying 
to make impossible the situation in 
St. Louis, where promoters, wild- 
catters and wreckers destroyed a 
billion dollar insurance company.” 

The detailed explanation of the 
bill was by Powell McHaney, coun- 
sel for the Insurance Department. 
While McHaney discussed virtually 
all the 273 sections of the bill, much 
of what he said was of a highly 
technical character. It was through 
the new provisions regarding the 
investment of capital, reserves and 
surplus of the companies, he said, 
that the department expected to be 
in a position to adequately safe- 
guard the insurance policy-holders’ 
money. 

The code provides a much more 
detailed schedule of permitted in- 
vestments by the companies than 
the present law. 


Proposed Permitted Investments. 


Under the proposed code permis- 
sion is given the companies to in- 


vest their capital, reserves and sur- 
plus in the following only: 

(1) Bonds of the United States 
or of any state, but no company is 
permitted to invest an amount 
greater than 20 per cent of its cap- 
ital and surplus in the bonds of 
any state which has a population of 
less than 2,000,000. 

(2) Bonds of any corporation 
whose bonds have been guaranteed, 
as to principal and interest, by the 
United States Government. 

(3) Bonds of any county, city 
school district or other political 
subdivision of any state, which 
shall not have defaulted for more 
than 90 days in the previous five 
years on any of its general obliga- 
tion bonds. This section permits in- 
vestment in bonds of municipal 
water plants, the interest and prin- 
cipal of which are paid from plant 
revenues. Investment in these bonds 
is limited to 30 per cent of the 
total value of the insurance com- 
pany’s assets, 

(4) Bonds of Federal Land 
Banks. 


Section on Railroad Bonds. 
(5) Bonds of any railroad which 
owns a majority of its trackage, 


and which, in the year preceding © 


the investment, had operating reve- 


nues in excess of $1,000,000. Invest- 
ment in all types of railroad securi- 
ties is limited to 20 per cent of the 
total value of the insurance com- 
pany’s assets. Included in this class 
are underlying mortgage bonds of 
railroads, which in each of the pre- 
ceding three years had net  in- 
comes of not less than twice the 
annual interest charges on the un- 
derlying bonds and all senior in- 
debtedness. Also included are 
railroad mortgage bonds of com- 
panies having a net income of not 
iess than twice the annual inter- 
est on all outstanding funded in- 
debtedness. 


(6) Mortgage bonds of any rail- 
road, which are guaranteed as to 
principal and interest, by one or 
more railroads meeting the quali- 
fications set out for acceptance of 
their own securities. 

(7) First mortgage bonds of any 
terminal or bridge company, which 
are guaranteed by one or more 
railroads meeting the specified qual- 
ifications. 

(8) Railroad equipment trust cer- 
tificates, bonds or notes of any rail- 
road meeting the specified quali- 
fications, which has not defaulted 
on any of its funded debt for 10 
years prior to the purchase. The 
maximum amount of the obligation

LONG'S ‘DICTATORSHIP 


Sustains Right to Pass on Ap- 
pointment of Baton Rouge 
Deputies. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Feb. 8. — 
By‘virtually unanimous decision 


the Louisiana Supreme Court up- 
held yesterday the right of the 
Huey Long “dictatorship” to pass 
on the appointment of parish dep- 
uties in East Baton Rouge Parish 
where armed citizens clashed Jan.

Second Such Suit Against Him. 

The disbarment suit is the second 
filed against Noell by the St. Louis 
Bar Association.

No 
insurance company is permitted to 
invest more than 50 per cent of the 
value of its total assets in all types 
of real estate securities. 

Real Estate Bonds. 

(11) Bonds or other evidences of 
indebtedness, secured by first mort- 
gage, on improved real estate. This 
covers hotels, apartment houses, of- 
fice buildings, etc. Such bonds are 
required to be part of any original 
issue of $200,000 or more, and to 
be acceptable it is required that 
the property covered by the mort- 
gage must have had a net rental 
income in each of the three years 
preceding the insurance company 
investment in them equal to at least 
twice the annual interest on the 
entire mortgage. 

(12) Loans on real estate collat- 
eral must not exceed 80 per cent 
of the market value of the securi- 
ties and no such collateral loan 
may be made to a corporation fi- 
nancially related or under common 
control with the company issuing 
the bonds, 

(13) Bonds of any foreign coun- 
try or state, so far as such bonds 
are necessary to make deposits to 
enable the insurance company to 
do business in such state or foreign 
country. 

(14) Policy loans in security of 
a company’s own policies. 

(15) Real estate holdings are lim- 
ited to office buildings necessary for 
the transaction of its business and 
to property acquired in satisfaction 
of debts to the company. Invest- 
ment in business buildings cannot 
exceed the amount of the capital 
stock of the company if it is a 
stock or stipulated premium com- 
pany, or cannot exceed $100,000 if 
it is an insurance company of any 
other kind. Any company having 
investments which do not meet the 
provisions of the new code is re 
quired to dispose of them not later 
than Dec. 31, 1939.

CTY BEWILDERS GIRL 
FROM KODIAK, ALASKA 


Finds Smoke in St. Louis Like 
Long Winter Night in 
Her Home Land. 


Elizabeth Madson of Kodiak’ 
Island, in the Gulf of Alaska, is in 
St. Louis with her father, Charles 
Madsen, an Alaskan guide, and is 
Seeing the United States for the 


first time in her 19 yeafs. She had 
never seen a train or a street car 
before she landed in Seattle. 

Madsen, a guide on Alaskan 
hunting expeditions, is making a 
tour of the United States and giv- 
ing illustrated lectures, to interest 
sportsmen in big game hunting in 
Alaska. 

Miss Madsen admits she is a bit 
bewildered by what she finds in 
the big cities. The thrill of seeing 
her first train has vanished since 
she has ridden on one. She has 
been sick on the train ride on every 
lap of her journey. 

Smoke Like Winter Nights. 

“The tall buildings make me feel 
like I am in prison,” she said. “Just 
walls all around. And I don’t care 
about going to the top of them 
since I went nearly to the top of 
one. 

“The smoke in St. Louis reminds 
me of the winter nights in Alaska.” 

She cannot decide what has been 
her biggest thrill. Her first talking 
picture and vaudeville show came 
to her mind first. But she can’t 
forget the trunk full of clothes and 
presents which she bought in those 
“amazing” stores in Chicago. The 
meal she forgot to eat in a night 
club because she was s0 busy 
watching the floor show is a mem- 
ory which competes with the 
talkies. 

“I am afraid of the automobiles 


aren't any mountains or sea here, 
I am a little savage, like one man 
said, and I will be glad to get back 
to Alaska,” she concluded. 

Hunts With Movie Camera. 

Madsen has hunted with a movie 
camera as well as a gun and has 
taken pictures of hunters stalking 
and killing game and animals in 
their natural life.

Madsen will guarantee to take 
any hunter within killing range of 
kodiak, brown, black and Polar 
bears, mountain goats, white moun- 
tain sheep, caribou, moose, timber 
wolves, seals and walrus. He will 
further guarantee any huntsman 
the limit allowed by law if the 
sportsman will close his eyes when 
he shocts a gun. Madsen explained, 
“T always carry a gun.” 

Madsen has not been in the busi- 
ness of “bringing them back alive” 
until this year. On this trip he 
brought five Kodiak bear cubs to 
the Zoo in Chicago. During the 
coming year he will try to catch 
four Kodiak bear cubs, two land 
otters and two sea parrots for the 
St. Louis Zoo.

“I am convinced that it is the 
duty of all branches of industry to 
recognize more and more the im- 
portance, not only from the social 
standpoint, but in its own interests, | 
of providing greater social secur- 
ity,” he said. “I am gratified to 
believe that the General Motors 
plan is in harmony with that de- 
sirable objective.” 

General Motors last year distri- 
buted $8,500,000 in cash and 56,433 
shares of the company’s stock to 
employes. The stock closed yester- | 
day at $30.25 a share. 

Sloan said that an employe who 
fn 1929 saved $25 a month for a 
total of $300 in the year, the maxi- 
mum under the plan, receives in the 
present settlement the $300, plus 
$321.52 in benefits contributed bv 
the employer, of which $114.35 is 
interest.

REORGANIZATION PLAN 


Chairman Jones Says He Will 
Give Long Study to the Van 
Sweringen Proposal.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8—O. P. 
"Van Sweringen today presented to 
Chairman Jesse H. Jones of Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation a 
plan for the reorganization of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad system. 
Jones said he would give the plan, 
which has been in process of 
preparation for more than a year, 
prolonged study. 

“The RFC will give financial as- 
sistance to any railroad that pre- 
gents a sound plan for reorganiza- 
tion, where there is a sound basis 
for the belief that the Govern- 
ment’s money will be secured,” 
Jones added when pressed for com- 
ment. 


W. Barriger, former St. Louisan, 
are engaged in preparation of a 
lengthy report on every phase of 
the Missouri Pacific system, from 
operation to finance. This was to 
have been ready by the end of Jan- 
uary but it has been greatly de- 
layed by the fact that the RFC ex- 
perts have been called on to diag- 
nose the financial and operating ills 
of other railroads which have re- 
ceived large Government loans. 

It is highly improbable, according 
to officials at the RFC, that the 
RFC would take any action with 
regard to the Van Sweringen plan 
before the completion of the cor- 
poration’s own report on the Mis- 
souri Pacific. It is expected that 
various groups of bondholders will 
present their own plans. One 
group in particular, headed by 
Charles A. Beard, noted authority 
on Government, has expressed con- 
siderable opposition to the domina- 
tion of the Van Sweringen interests.

Braising Is Variety. 

Braising and pot-roasting, by the 
way, are merely variations of the 
same principle of meat cookery. 
They are two of the very best ways 
of making lean, tough meat ten- 
der. One of the important “do's” 
to a successful pot roast or braised 
dish is first to season the meat with 
salt and pepper and sprinkle it gen- 
erously with flour. Then brown the 
meat on all sides in a small quant- 
ity of fat, with some sliced onions 
if you wish. Next add liquid, just 
enough to make steam, say about 
}one-half cup of water to a good- 
sized piece of meat. In other words, 


Most housewives prick up their 
ears when “moderate cost” is men- 
especially in connection 
with meat. The drouth last sum- 
mer, says the Department of Ag- 
riculture, has produced more lean 
meats. There are fewer well mar- 
bled steaks and roasts with thick 
rims of fat. The meat supply is 
smaller than it has been for some 
years past and this calls for skill 
in cooking and in devising good 
combinations with other foods. 
There is no especial trick to meat 
cookery and a few simple rules are 
all that one needs to know. 


Rules for Cooking Meat.

Cool and when mixture be- 
gins to congeal add whipped cream 
and fruit. Turn into a mold. When 
ready to serve remove to crisp let- 
tuce and serve with a mayonnaise 
to which a few tablespoons of 
whipped cream have been added.

Two tablespoons fat.

Exceeded Expenditures in 1934 


Finance Commissar Comments Nation Is One 
of Few Without Budget Deficit—Stalin 
Leads New Committee on Elections. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Feb. 8.—Joseph Stalin 
has been elected chairman of the 
committee that will draft consti- 
tutional amendments to democra- 
tize Russian elections. 

Stalin’s election was announced 
after the meeting of the new Cen- 
tral Executive Committee of the 
Communist party, designated by 
the All-Union Congress of Sovits, 
which adjourned last night. All 
members of the Council of Com- 
missars* were re-elected and Mi- 
chail Kalinin was re-elected presi- 
dent of the Central Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Gregory Grinko, Commissar for 
Finance, reported the total Gov- 
ernment income for the fiscal year 
was 65,700,000,000 rubles, as com- 
pared to total expenditures of 65,- 
200,000,000 rubles. He said Rus- 
Sia was one of the few Govern- 
ments which had no budget deficit.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Rein-

TAX PENALTY REMISSION 
BILL PERFECTED IN HOUSE 


Rural Members of Legislature Vote

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 8—A 
tax penalty remission bill, placed 
on the calendar despite an adverse 
committee report, was perfected by 
the House without debate yester- 
day. 

Rural members voted almost sol-

If, in the wildest flight of fancy, l 
imagined bankers had helped the indi- | 
vidual or the nation to do something 
they could not have done alone, I would, 
upon return to sober thought, realize 
that the bankers had arranged to have | 
themselves handsomely compensated for 
their efforts, and were therefore eligible | 
for discharge without further obligation | 
on the part of those they profess to have 
helped. | 

I do not censure Mr. Davis for attempt- : 
ing to give the appearance of gentility | 
to his business or profession, -.or for ex- | 
tolling its service to mankind. One would 
hardiy expect a baker to deprecate the 
value of bread, or a butcher the value 
of meat, or for a candlestick maker to 
advocate the use of electric light. 

In charity, I can almost commend Mr.

THE SHOTGUN MOTION BILL. 


Instead of moving for reform. of criminal proced- 
ure, in response to the demand of public opinion, the 
State Senate’s Criminal Jurisprudence Committee has 
reported out a bill to restore the “shotgun” motion 
for new trial in criminal cases. Abolition of the shot- 
gun motion is one of the few forward steps taken in 
the last 10 years by the Legislature in the field of 
criminal procedure. The shotgun motion was out- 
lawed in 1925, and because of that, many criminals 
have been prevented from defeating justice. In 1931, 
the lawyer clique in the Legislature attempted to re- 
store it, but failed. In 1933, they were successful in 
passing a shotgun motion bill, but it was vetoed by 
Gov. Park. Undaunted, they are again on the firing 
line. 

Under the law repealed in 1925, following convic- 
tion of a defendant in a criminal case, his lawyer 
was permitted four days to file a motion for new 
trial. In this motion, he was not required to state 
the specific grounds upon which the motion was 
based, but only to phrase the motion in general terms. 
In most cases, the trial] Judge, as a matter of routine, 
would deny the motion. The real reason or reasons 
for the motion would not be disclosed until the case 
was briefed and argued on appeal before the Su- 
preme Court, a year or more after the trial. In ef- 
fect, this was to argue the motion for new trial before 
the Supreme Court, instead of before the trial Judge. 
When grounds for new trial were valid, the Su- 
preme Court would be obliged to reverse and remand 
the case. It would then have to go through the long 
process of retrial. By that time, in many instances, the 
witnesses were scattered, interest in the case had 
evaporated and chances of acquittal had become con- 
siderably brighter. The Supreme Court has referred 
to this practice as “trial by ambush.” Surveys have

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CANADIAN JUSTICE. 

One of the gang that kidnaped the Canadian brew- 
er, John S. Labatt, last August, has been sentenced 
to 15 years in prison. The name is David Meisner, 
a Cincinnati gambler. Meisner was indicted on Jan. 
29. The next day he was brought to trial. He had 
an alibi witness, Leroy Hall, a- former Covington 
(Ky.) detective, who swore Meisner was in Cincin- 
nati at the time of the kidnaping. But the ex-de- 
tective did not appear in court for cross-examination. 
He skipped. As the attorney for the Crown put it, 
Hall “came here to lie and took flight in his high- 
powered car.” 

Another witness for Meisner also vanished. The 
defense collapsed. The proceeding occupied less than 
a week. That is how justice works in Canada. 

According to the dispatches, this is the first kid- 
naping case in a Canadian court. It may not be the 
last, but it is a good guess that kidnaping will never 
flourish in Canada as it does in the United States. 
It is a hazardous business up there. Justice doesn’t 
temper its wind to the sleek hyena in Canada. And 
perjury, purchased or sentimental, is a precarious 
service. 

When arrested, tried and found guilty in Canada, 
they go to prison.

Disappointment of 


American Federation of Labor are go- 
ing through a painful experience. They 
are finding out a few things about the 


M« GREEN and his colleagues in the 


relation between government and labor 
unions and they are profoundly disap- 
pointed. ‘they are finding out, now, that 


the old-style labor unions cannot be created 
and cannot be made strong by government 
fiat. If they continue to rely upon govern- 
ment, they will learn something more dis- 
concerting than that. They will learn that 
unionism which is fostered by government 
will inevitably find itself administered and 
regulated by government. 

The late Samuel Gompers knew these 
elementary truths and adhered to them. The 
present generation of labor leaders has for- 
gotten them. 

In Section 7A, it was declared that in an 
industry which has a code, “the employes 
shall have the right to organize and bargain 
collectively through representatives of their 
own choosing.” The Government realized 
that it was authorizing employers to com- 
tine, that it was suspending the anti-trust 
laws, and that in order to give labor some 
equality of bargaining power, there ought to 
be labor organization to deal with the or- 
ganized employers, The Government, there- 
fore, assumed the duty of seeing to it that 
labor was permitted to organize freely. 

But while the Government could do much 
to guarantee the right to organize, it could 
not organize the workers. This is where the 
A. F. of L. came up against the hard facts. 
When Section 7A had been in effect about 
four months, not more than 10 per cent of 
the workers in manufacturing and mining 
were members of trade unions; about 45 
per cent belonged to company unions; about 
45 per cent belonged to no union at all. So 
if the A. F. of L. was to realize its ambition 
and become the representative of labor in 
collective bargaining, it had to do the co- 
lossal job of winning over 90 per cent of 
the wage-earners of the country. 

Six months later, in May, 1934, after 
nearly a year of NRA, it had made virtually 
no progress. It had gained fewer new 
members than had the company unions. In 
fact, the company unions had gained nearly 
three members for every one gained by the 
trades unions. The net result was that the 
A. F. of L. still represented 10 per cent or 
less of the workers. 

a . » 

The Government, in its effort to guar- 
antee labor’s right to organize, invented the 
device of holding elections among the 
workers. From the point of view of demo- 
cratic principles, nobody could complain. 
What could be fairer than to let the workers 
themselves decide by secret ballot who 
should represent them in collective bargain- 
ing? Nobody could attack this in principle. 

But in practice, what has happened is 
this: When an _ anti-union employer has 
thought his employes were for a union, he 
has objected to an election and has fought it 
to the bitter end through the courts. When 
the A. F. of L. has believed that it could 
win an election, it has demanded an elec- 
tion. When it has known it would lose an 
election, it has denounced the holding of 
an election. 

It is now denouncing the Government for 
holding an election in the Detroit automo- 
bile plants because those elections have dis- 
closed that in Detroit the A. F. of L. is the 
chosen representative of only 10 per cent of 
the workers, Cnarlton Ogburn, in his letter

to the President, is indignant. But on this 
point he is frank. He complains about the 
Automobile Labor Board for “its unwarrant- 
ed ordering of clections among employes 
without the consent and against the wishes 
of organized labor.” The A. F. of L., in short, 
is in favor of elections only if it knows it 
can win them. 

To hKave accepted what the A. F. of L. 
asks would have meant in effect that the 
Government has established the organiza- 
tion by fiat as tne only proper official rep- 
resentative of all wage-earners in manufac- 
turing industries. It would have given to 


‘the A. F. of L. by fiat a power which the 


A. F. of L. has es yet been unable to achieve 
by organizing the workers. This was Ob- 
viously impossible, No government pretend- 
ing to deal impartially with all citizens 
could have taken the position that a law 
which says that employes shall have “rep-

For how could 
binding collective bargains be made by an 


organization to which the bulk of the 
workers do not belong? 
The real trounle is that the A. F. of L. 


does not fit into the scheme of things set 
up by the NRA. Take the business of hold- 
ing elections. lf the object is to give the 
workers representation in dealing with em- 
ployers, it is probably the best device that 
could have been found. But if the object 
is to encourage them to join the A. F. of L., 
it is a very-bad device, For the old- fash- 
ioned trade uninn method of organizing a 
plant is to organize a minority, call a strike 
when there is a grievance and then organ- 
ize the majority after they are out on strike. 
Under these conditions of crisis, the trades 
union organizers can persuade and coerce 
the workers into the union. 

An election, on the other hand, is an 
orderly, quiet process in which the union 
organizers have to depend upon argument 
elone, and have to overcome indifference, 
Objection to paying dues and the general 
distrust arising from the fact that the A. 
F. of L. is in the main composed of the 
aristocracy of labor. The A. F. of L. is an 
organization developed in industrial war- 
fare, and the pacific method of elections is 
psychologically unfavorable to it. Just as 
the army can enlist men most easily in time 
of war, so the A. F. of L. can enlist men 
most easily during a strike.

On the whole, with the exception of the 
Detroit automobile affair, elections thus far 
have been held with the consent of organ- 
ized labor, The employers have been afraid 
of them. 

The results of the elections are interest- 
ing. The National Labor Relations Board 
has conducted 102 elections. About 46.000 
workers have been eligible to vote. About 
36,000 have voted. About 20,000 have voted 
for trades unions, about 11,000 for company 
unions, the rest presumably for no unions. 
So, even where the A. F. of L. has been 
able to pick the elections it desired, it has 
not had the support of half the workers.

OLD MASTER’ SERIES 


Admits He Put Early Musicians’ 
Names on Own 
Works. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—In a ¢a- 
bled response to an inquiry from 
the New York Times, Fritz Kreis- 
ler, the violinist, disclosed last night 
that certain compositions ascribed 
by him to old masters of the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries 
were in reality his own composi- 
tions. 

“Every piece named,” Kreisler 
cabled from Vienna, “in fact the en- 
tire series labeled ‘Classical Manu- 
script,’ are, in every detail, my orig- 
inal compositions, with the sole ex- 
ception of the first eight bars of 
the Couperin ‘Chanson Louis XIII,’ 
taken from a traditional melody. 

“Necessity forced this course on 


me 30 years ago, when I was de- 
sirous of enlarging my programs. I 
_found it inexpedient and tactless to| 
repeat my name endlessly on ‘the | 
programs.’ 

The early composers whose names| 
Kreisler assumed included Vivaldi, 
Porpora, Pugnani, Couperin and 
Padre Martini. Critics, fellow vio- 
linists and the public had always 
considered the works authentic old 
classics. 

The real authorship of the compo- 
sitions was disclosed through the 
investigation of a lecturer on music 
who wanted to find out what 
changes Kreisler had made in the 
Praeludium and Allegro “by Pug- 
nani,’ but could not find it in Pug- 
nani’s printed works and manu- 
scripts. He went to Kreisler’s pub- 
lisher and the secret came out.

An indictment charging conspiracy 
to violate the internal revenue law 
in Franklin County, Virginia, was 
returned here yesterday by a Fed- 
eral grand jury following a year's 
investigation by Government agents. 
Those accv’'.d ‘nclude the com- 
monwealth’s attorney, a former 
sheriff, four deputies, a former state 


prohibition officer and one of the 
Federal] investigators. 

Thirty-four individuals and a cor- 
poration were named as defendants. 


An additional 55 persons were 
named as co-conspirators and a cep- 
arate indictment. was brought 
against one man on a. perjury 
charge. This is a total of 90 per- 
sOnS. 


Franklin County has been known 
for years as the source of much of 
the moonshine whisky sold in the 
western half of Virginia. 


Summary of Charges. 


The 68 overt acts listed in support 
of the general conspiracy indictmen* 
charged: 

That Charles Carter Lee, Com- 
monwealth’s Attorney of Franklin 
County, had accepted money 
protection of those engaged in il- 
ilict whisky operations; 

That former Sheriff D. Wilson 
Hodges had protected liquor run- 
ners for money consideration and 
also had sold untaxed whisky which 
previously had been captured and 
placed in his custody; 

That officers had removed block- 
ades to assist liquor runners in 
moving their loads through safely, 
That the Sheriff had directed his 
deputies not to serve warrants oa 
liquor-law violators; 

That members of the firm named 
in the indictment, the Ferrum Mer- 
cantile Co., had guaranteed protec- 
tion. to liquor runners under an 
arreement they had with county or- 
ficers and had supplied large quan- 
tities of the raw material used by 
distillers; 

That those other than officials 
named in the indictment had dis- 
tilled, stored, transported or other-
